GEORGETOWN DE6AT0RS INVADE McGILL 
SECURE ARMY FOR WESTERN GERMANY 



Georgetown's attack on "Resol- 
ved that this house views with dis- 
favour the rearmament of Ger- 
many" was viewed with favour by 
the judges in last night's debate 
featuring McGill versus George- 
town .School of Foreign Service. 

Blema Solomon of McGill, first 
speaker for the affirmative, began 
her argument 'by comparing the 
proposed rearmament of Western 
Germany to Russian roulette. She 
recalled the fact that Germany in 
the past half-century abrogated 
the Versilles Treaty, and continued 
this course in repudiating" subse- 
quent treaties. Therefore, once 
having acquired an army through 
Western aid, would she not remain 
faithful to her history, abnega- 
ting the Paris Treaty also, and 
^ with this new army as a bargain- 
ing agent, seek Russian co-opera- 
tion in German reunification? 

The second speaker for the af- 
firmative, Harvey Yaroski, conti- 



nued by endorsing an additional 
testing period for West Germany's 
démocratie government. He point- 
ed out that the people themselves 
are opposed to rearmament, fear- 
ing not the Russians, but the 
growth of another militaristic 
state. 

Albeit Zimmerman of George- 
town, first speaker for the nega- 
tive, countered by stating that the 
possibility of the proposed army's 
giving birth to another authorita- 
tive Germany was highly unlikely. 
Such movements are results of 
social antagonism, he said, citing 
the punitive provisions of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty as an example. 

John O'Brien, the final speaker 
for the negative, concluded by sta- 
ting that the affirmative wished 
to propose an other Versilles, 
stressing that the defense of West- 
ern Europe would be ineffective 
without the support of the propo- 
sed German divisions.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS IN THE PROVINCE 
TOPIC OF LIBERAL CLUB SPEAKER

"The Quebec Civil Code offers 
protection instead of rights to mar- 
ried women," stated Mrs. W. Hol- 
mes, who spoke before the Liberal 
Club yesterday, on the topic "Wo- 
men's Rights in the Province of 
Quebec". 

Mrs. Holmes, who received her 
B.A. from Queen's University ill 
1924, is nlso a graduate of McGill's 
Faculty of Law. In 1951 she estab- 
lished the law firm Holmes and Gil- 
christ, which was the first woman's 
law firm in Cnnnda. She is also 
president of the League of AVo- 
mcn's Voters in Montreal. 

Opening her talk, she told the 
story of the senator, who after the 
passage of a bill concerning the 
rights of women, for w h i c h he 
fought, got up and made a passion- 
ate speech saying that there was 
now very little difference between 
men and women; whereupon those 
present unanimously shouted "Vive 
la petite difference." 

She explained that there was no 
difference in the status of single 
and widowed women; only the 
married ones were suffering of the 
injustice. This, is Mrs. Holmes 
view, wns due to the "hang-overs" 



from the old concept of law, in 
which the father was the chief and 
protector, to whom his wife, upon 
marrying, forcibly loans her rights. 

After elaborating on the legal 
aspects of wills, Mrs. Holmes sum- 
mis 1 up by saying that the only 
hope to achieve equal rights, in- 
stead of protection, was to fight 
the apathetic attitude and convince 
the men to put pressure on the gov- 
ernment.

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DOING A GOOD JOB 



The most difficult task before the Students' 
Executive Council has always been the balancing 
of the Students' Society budget. This year, with 
an unexpected $20,000 in gifts, the Council's 
task is as difficult, if not so, than in the years 
when a deficit lurked around the corner. They 
must still examine every request with care, and 
ensure that the money given the Students' 
Society is used wisely. 

Council members feel that a $'18,000 surplus 
is large enough, and that the money given re- 
cently should all be spent this year. They feel 
that it should be spent to bring benefit to as 
many students as possible, but that it ought to 
be used for non-recurring expenses, so that a 
return to normal revenues next year will not be 
too much of a readjustment. On all counts, we 
9 think they're right. 

Keeping these principles in mind, they seem 
to be doing a good job so far. Capital expendi- 
tures on the Union and for Undergraduate 
Societies, su|>port of WUS's scholarship student 
at McGill, and money for a larger Daily next 
term, are all constructive projects. 

There is also much to be said for subsidizing 
such institutions as the Students' Directory, which 
provide a valuable service to students. We hope, 



though, that increased subsidization and price 
reductions aren't going to be carried too far. 

Surely our money can be used for better 
things than free dances, lower prices for. tickets 
to the Red and White revue, or other forms of 
entertainment. Rather than use this money for 
wholesale reductions in ticket prices, as has been 
suggested, we would like to see it go towards a 
New Union, increased Students' Society Bursaries, 
or any desirable projects 

So far, we're had one free dance, and a re- 
duction in prices for the McGill Prom. The Coun- 
cil has also spent $700 in abolishing Union' Ren- 
tals to student organizations — a move which 
will benefit the Undergraduate Societies and 
many small clubs who use the Union. We think 
that all of this money could hcve been put to 
better use. 

We wholeheartedly approve of the principles 
on which the SEC is basing its distribution of 
this extra money, and wa would like to comple- 
ment them on the conscientious way in which 
they are carrying out their responsibilities in 
giving each request for money close scrutiny and 
full discussion. Still, we hope we've seen the last 
of the free dances.

Some Words from Korea 



Dear Sir: 

I would like to specifically ad- 
dress this to Mr. Richards, who 
wrote "From The Pewter Mug" in 
the Nov. 23rd issue. 

It seems, Mr. Richards, that you 
pretty well expressed your views 
on Senator McCarthy. Now I'd like 
to express mine and po3sihly those 
of a few others, including a few 
guys in Korea. 

When I came to Montreal this 
fall I was forewarned not to argue 
politics or religion, nor to ques- 
tion the integrity of Cunadian of- 
'ficials. So far I 'vc done exactly 
that. However, one tires of con- 
tinually listening to what's wrong 
with the U. S. from people who ad- 
mit their own politics are in a 
pretty sad state. I don't feel it's 
necessary to explain what I moan 
by a sad state, nor do I intent'to. 
I merely wish to know what right 
you have expressing your personal 
opinions in such a ridiculously asi- 
nine fashion in tho Daily. 



I will not say Senator McCarthy 
did or did not do a good job in 
his investigations. I just don't 
think he ever had half a chance. 
Ho possibly didn't obtain any con- 
victions or discharges, but I don't 
see how he could be expected to. 
It has taken the F.B.I, sometimes 
as much as 12 to 15 years to act 
on these people. You logically ask 
now if I feel the people Senator 
McCarthy has exposed are actually 
communists. Actually, no, because 
I feel a true present-day commun- 
ist is one trained in Russia in the 
obvious aims of Russia. That would 
be pretty hard to prove to the guys 
in Korea, though. To them, a com- 
munist, a red, a red sympathizer, 
or any other person either weak- 
minded enough to get involved with 
any of the organizations listed by 
the F.B.I, as subversive or anti- 
American, or who upholds anyone 
who appears to have un-American 
traits, is a communist. 

Maybe you don't feel that your 
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little article could do much harm. 
To the guys in Korea, though, the 
black marketeer, tho saboteur, the 
disaffected and even the dissatis- 
field are as much a threat to their 
lives as tho whole Russian and' 
Chinese armies. To the guys over 
there you might just fit into the 
dissatisfied or disaffected groups 
too, and maybe so do some of the 
people Senator McCarthy has 
pointed out. 

I won't pretend McCarthy has 
gone about h i s exposure in the 
noblest of fashions, but I'll bet 
there arc a lot of big people who 
will step lightly from now on. You 
ask, what good will this do? Well 
I can only say that at least they 
arc in the open now, and those un- 
justly accused have a change to 
prove they are: those justly ac- 
cused will eventually be rooted out 
and even if it's only ono of many, 
then that will be one less threat 
to our government and our free- 
dom. 

As for your comparison of Mc- 
Carthy to Billy Graham, I can't 
sou it. As' for your sneer against 
the U. S. Senate, I suggest you 
start looking into the way Quebec 
is run before you start lecturing 
on affairs in other sections, let 
alone other countries. 

In concluding I'll save you the 
trouble of asking where I got my 
thoughts, expressed as those of the 
guys in Korea, Mr. Richards. I 
just came back from there and 
spent a iittle over three years in 
the U. S. Marine Corps. This 
doesn t make me a hero — the 
heroes didn't come back. It docs, 
however, give me the right to speak 
for sonic of those that didn't come 
back, that I knew real well — and 
you wouldn't make their Real 
American list. 

You see, Mr. Richards, they 
know we haven't got a perfect gov- 
ernment, but they think it's the 
best there is — and given - half a 
chance it'll stay that way. As long 
as the people do the electing and 
we check on anyone who may be 
a threat to our country instead of 
a help, we'll keep bettering it.

Music Festival 

Last night we heard the latest concert in the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Festival of the Music Faculty, a concert of Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
century English music. 

Because none of this music was very familiar, Prof. Duchow intro- 
duced it with a very scolarly lecture on the situation of the art at 
this time. The concert proper ibegan with four madrigals. These were 
not always under control in the quicker sections, but the more flowing 
ones were quite fine. 

Three Fantasias 

This was followed by three fantasias by Gibbons for viols, led by 
Prof. Broot. I did not feel the performers were sufficiently familiar 
with their instruments in this work; the viol d'amore, especially, was 
rather timid, so that the play between him and the other instruments 
was lost. 

Miss Beauregard then sang four Elizabethan songs, accompanied 
by Kenneth Meek at the virginals. Of these, my favorites by far were 
the two by Dowland. After hearing their marvelously expressivo cons- 
truction, and infinitely mournful melodies, it is easy to understand 
Peter Warlock's enthusiasm for the neglected man. The singing ex- 
pressed the feeling of the songs well indeed; Miss Beauregard knew 
what the words were that she was singing, and filled the stage -with 
her personality. 

, Wit in Music 

It is a delight to find wit in music, after the ponderousness of so 
much of what we hear (most of it German and Romantic and so very 
serious); in the short pieces for virginals (a small version of the har- 
psichord) which .Mr. Meek played there was wit galore, mixed in that 
strange Elizabethan way with great sadness. 

This was even more true of the madrigals which Dean Clarke 
then directed, by Wilbyc and Weelkes. Everything was under perfect 
control in this group, and the result was hilarious in Ha Ha, This 
World doth Pass of Weelkes, with the parts answering each other in 
fine harmony. 

The concert ended with a performance of some rarely heard songs 
from Dowland's Pilgrim's Solace, sung by Joyce Maclean with two 
viols and virginals. These are marvelous songs, on a grander scale than 
the earlier songs we heard, but their effect was not as great; I think 
this was at least partly due to the fact that they did not linger over 
the sadness in the melody quite as much as Miss Beauregard. 
Touglit's Program 

Tonight the series will continue with students performing one of 
the most interesting programs of the festival, with works by Purcell, 
Bartok, Beethoven, and Mozart. While the Beethoven clarinet trio is 
not exactly immortal, the Mozart clarinet quintet certainly is, and 
Purcell and Bartok are both dependable.
